FUNCTIONS-S 


-LOOKUP(LOOKUP. VALUE, LOOKUP. VECTOR, [RESULT. VECTOR]) 
-LOOKUP(LOOKUP. VALUE, ARRAY) 


e lookup value - The value to search for. 


e lookup. vector - The one-row, or one-column range to search. 
e result vector - [optional] The one-row, or one-column range 


of results. 
e Array (required argument) - A range of cells that contains 
text, numbers, or logical values that we want to compare 


with the lookup. value. 


e LOOKUP function performs an а oximate match lookup in 


a one-column or one-row range, and returns the 


corresponding value from another one-column or one-row 
range. LOOKUP's default behavior makes it useful for solving 


certain problems in Excel. 
e [here are two forms of LOOKUP in Excel: Vector and Array. 
e Values in lookup vector should be sorted in ascending order, 


Le. from smallest to largest or from A to Z, otherwise your 
Excel Lookup formula may return an error or incorrect result. 


e LOOKUP in Excel is case-insensitive, it does not distinguish 


Uppercase and lowercase. 


e Lookup_vector and result_vector must be a one-row or one- 


column range of the same size.

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While opting for lookup :array, kindly remember that the 
result will always come from the last column of the array, 
So desired result should be last column in the selected 
array.

Unlike vlookup and hlookup LOOKUP can search both horizontally 
and vertically.
